Tho current Roma 85th IOC 
session has [ust discussed Iho 
Commission report summing up 
the 1881 Olympic Congress 
and reports and recommenda- 
tions or IOC commissions and 
working groups end has con- 
sidered admission lo Iho IOC 
of new national Olympic com- 
mittees and new IOC Executive 
members. 

Special consideration has 
been given to reports by the 
organizing committees o[ tho 
19B4 winter and summer Olym- 
pics In Sarajevo, Yugoslavia, 
and Las Angeles, USA. 

Delegates have expressed 
their concern over tho Los 
Angeles Games' organization, as 
many of tho IOC recommenda- 
tions have not been acted on. 
Por Instance, no list of the 
Games hardware equipment has 
been (ranted and no up-to-lhc- 
Eiour competition schedule has 
been elaborated. No announce- 
ment has been made in ad- 
vance on (he cost of accommoda- 
tion at iho Gaines. Delegates 
were surprised to learn that lire 
treatment of !n|urad athletes 
at the Los Angeles city hospital 
will have lo be paid for by flic 
national Olympic committees. 

Anxiety was sounded over 
(he fact that Loa Angeles has 
still not offered Ihe IOC guaran- 
tees from tho US government or 
sacurity of the Games' particip- 


ants, guarding them against pos- 
sible politically hostile demon- 
strations like the ones during 
tha Lake Placid Winter Olym- 
pics. 

Much Interest was shown In 
addresses by noted sportsmen 
who ant up a new IOC commis- 
sion — the Commission of 
Sportsmen, after the Olympic 
Congress. 

The problems facing tha IOC, 
the Olympic movement, interna- 
tional sports federations, na- 
tional Olympic committees awl 
Games' participants ore natural- 
ly of concern lo us athletes, said 
Commission member Vladislav 
Trelyak, many Lime world and 
Olympic champion. Sport neods 
peaco, mutual understanding and 
international cooperation. Young 
people want lo live in peace 
and compete not on battle fields 
but In sports contests, he added. 

He further noted that athletes 
upheld a proposal by the IOC 
medico I commission for setting 
up Inter national Medical Cont- 
rol, since drug-taking, as limy 
see it, is a major menace In 
modern sport. 

IOC President Juan Antonio 
Samaranch, evaluating the 
period since Ihe Moscow Olym- 
pics and Olympic Congress, 
stressed the Olympic movement 
had still muro gained in 
strength.

Moscow Olympics decathlon 
winner Daley Thompson, of 
Britain, established a world re- 
cord In tho hardest event fn 
athletics, 11s “crown"— decathlon, 
during two-day competitions at 
GfiUls, Austria. The 23-year-old 
athlete, competing against strong 
sportsmen from European coun- 
tries, the USA, Canada and 
Australia (the only one missing 
was former world record holder 
Guido Krechmer, of the FRG) 
amassed a wonderful sum of 
points — 8,707. bettering the 
former mark by as many as 
58 points. One should also take 
into consideration that the con- 
test was held in a rainy and 
windy weather. He Improved 
several of his personal bests in 


the process. Thompson believes 
that tho fantastic result ol 9,000 
points In decathlon Is quite re- 
alistic, and inlands himself to 
Lry and reach It this summer.

BAKER'S VISIT TO PEKING 


Washington. Tho Pentagon's 
plans for boosting American 
mill tat y power go far beyond 
the Reagan administration’s five- 
year programme for m Hilary 
build-up, already on an unpre- 
cedented scale This follows 
from a confidential report by the 
American Joint Chiefs of Staff 
carried In ‘Tho Washington 
Post" newspaper. 

According to the report, the 
Pentagon strategists Intend to 
increase the US Army by nlna 
combat divisions, which means 
an addition of 135-thousand 
servicemen.

Mansions formerly belonging to 
the luir ond lo aristocrats were 
used (or this purpose. For In- 
stance, LI veil I a Palace, tha Isa rig 
capacious summer residence on 
the Crimean Sen coast, was 
turned Into a sanatorium for 
peasants. It now houses one of 
the country's oldest cardiologic- 
al cen Ires. 

The following figures provide 
some idea of Ihe mass character 
ol "orgnnlzcd recreation" in this 
country: over Ihe past five 
years alone, more than 260 mil- 
lion people stayed ut trade 
union resorts and spas. Unions 
spent more than 1,000 million 
roubles on expanding the resort 
network during this period. Tbe 
money went towards building 
new accommodation far 70,000 
people. 

New resorts are now being 
set up not only In Ihe Iradlllon- 
al holiday areas In the Cauca- 
sus, Ihe Crimea and on tbe 
Bailie coast, but also to Byelo- 
russia, Central Asia, the Urals, 
Siberia and Iho Far Cast.

SOBINOV REMEMBERED 




It seems II was but yesterday that Oleg Taba- 
kov made bis first appearance an tlia staga of Uia 
newly formed Sovremeunlk Theatre In tbe role 
of 'angry young man". And yet It Is almost a 
quarter of a century ago! Prom hts very first 
works, Tabakov became the Sovremennlk's “call- 
ing card" as It ivere because the multitude ol 
parts ho played lor tbe theatre Invariably gave 
expression to tbo Sovreraonnlk's basic almsi 
search, the living breolti of life today and com- 
plete Involvement, Drama, comocly, satire, class- 
ical and modern plays and foreign drama— Taba- 
kov played them all at tbe Sovremcimlk. Each of 
tho actor's fans have their own favourites amoug 
the roles he played, but Tabakov's undisputed 
triumph was his performance as Aduyev Junior, 
the main character of Goncharov's “A Common- 
place Story". Ihls classical lQtli-century Russian 
novel, this "commonplace story" II Hod with hit- 
ler Irony, In which a starry-eyed Idealist ditches 
his illusions, became, fn the hands of (he Sovro- 
mennlk, the leading production o| tho past de*. 
cade, 

Tabakov scored another triumph, this time on 
the screen, by bis rendering of llie part of Oblo- 
mov |n Nikita Mikhalkov's film "Several Days 
Prom llie Lila of L I. Oblomov" also based on 
Goncharov (winning the Sliver Oxford prize 
at an International film festival In Britain for the 
best male pari). 

While starling hts film career with psychological 
parts, and recognizable characters portrayed with 
oil the charm ol youth ("A Noisy Day", "Youth 
Will Have Its Fling", "A Reformed Man Should 
Re Trusted”, "War and Peace"), Tabakov now 
more and more often autl with obvious pleasure 
creates grotesque, extravagant and highly eccen- 
tric images. Such Is his landowner Shcherbuk In 
the "Unfinished Piece lor a Mechanical Plano", 
such Is Oblomov, such Is bribe-taker Yusov In 
"A Vacancy", a musical based on Alexander 
Ostrovsky's comedy, "A Profitable Place", soon 
to be released. And if tbo conversation turns to 
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psychological portraiture, as In the recent film, 
"An Ualnvllod Friend", today It Is really a mas- 
terly portrait and not a sketch or drawing, to 
which Tabakov’s never-fading acting appeal 
lends not only charm as In his younger days, but 
also additional colour and even deplb. 

I could name a boil of other exceptional roles 
la theatre, cinema and TV— tbe choice is great. 
But It may be more important to end on a dif- 
ferent note. Several years ago Tabakov taught a 
group at the State Institute lor Dramatic Art, 
which came to bo known as "Tabakov's Studio". 
Only a short time elapsed before a whole bunch 
of talented young actors graduated from the stu- 
dio. Of counie, they have a long way to go be- 
fore thoy approach their leachor's Ledintquo, but 
the words 'Tabakov's Studio” hove already be- 
come the hallmark ol top quality.
